Hands Tied together Bodies 

Are Found In Waters of . 

Lake Michigan 



f INANCIAL REVERSES CAUSE 



Prominent and Once Wealthy Waukegan 
Real Estate Dealer and Wife Disheart- 
ened Seek Death Together . 
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Their hands tied together with a 
handkerchief, the body of James- G. 
Smith, one of the oldest and most 
prominent realty dealers in Waukegan 
and his wife were found on the lake 
shore just north of the city at a late 
hour Saturday afternoon. Their bodies 
were lying half in the sand and half 
in the water and to all appearances had 
been exposed to the elements for three 
or four days at least. There seems not 
the slightest doubt/but that it was sui- 
cide] compact Of late Mr. Smith had 
suffered heavily in a financial way and 
his once rather large fortune had been 
practically wiped away by unwise in* 
vestments. 

The bodies were found just horth of 
the Finer road on the lake shore by a 
boy who was swimming. He at once 
notified the authorities and they has- 
tened to the flats. The bodies were re- 
moved to the Conrad & Hart undertak- 
ing rooms where the inquest was held. 
There seems not the slightest ques- 
tion but that it was a case of double 
suicide. On Tuesday night they were 
seen walking' North on Sheridan road. 
Near the place where their bodies 
lay Mrs. Smith's umbrella had been 
stuck in the sand. A few feet away 
was her hat and the one belonging to 
Mr. Smith. 

The fact that their hands were tied 
together firmly with a handkerchief 
lead to the belief that it was a suicide 
- compact otherwise it is said that bbth 
bodies would not have been tied to- 
gether. Mr. and Mrs. Smith had lived 
in VVaukegan for over a quarter of a 
century and during the 

greater part of this time Mr. Smith 
was engaged in the real estate business. 
He also maintained an office in Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Smith was at one time a wealthy 
man, that is he ahd his wife owned 
much property. A few years ago he- 
invested heavily in the Pioneer, Bull- 
frog mine in which he lost all that he 
had. He had been hard pressed for a 
long time unable to meet his bills and 
promising people he owed that he 
would take i care of their accounts and 
so on. He made a few realty deals but 
none of consequence, hence he became 
discouraged. 

Mr Smith had always been known as 
an honest, industrious man but of late 
years luck had been against' him and 
the mining venture proved his undoing, 
resulting eventually in the suicide com- 
pact between him and his wife. 

He leaves one son who lives with his 
wife's parents on West street and 
works in Chicago. 

The verdict of the jury was as fol- 
lows:' "We, the jury do hereby find 
that death was. caused by suicide, such 
suicide caused by melancholia through 
financial reverses. 

A double funeral was held Monday 
' afternoon.

At the present time, F. E. Marsh, a 
well-known turf man of Libertyville, 
holds an option on the track, having 
secured it from Otto Hansen of Milwau- 
kee. The purchase price of the park is 
$22,000. 

When it first became known that the 
Ringlings were to move their perman- 
ent quarters from Barboo, Wis., it was 
suggested that a Bite in Lake 1 County 
would be acceptable because thev would 
bejwithin fifty miles of Chicago. 

The report that the Ringlings are ser- 
iously considering the matter of pur- 
chasing the track has caused conflicting 
opinions to arise in Libertyville. Some 
of the residents seem to think that it 
would be alright while others say that 
they do not care to have a circuB in 
their midst all the year round.

Chicago's battle for pure milk is on. 

Attacks on a dirty and diseased milk 
supply have been started from three 
different points and the leadens for un- 
defined dairy products asserted Monday 
night that with the help of the citizens 
the campaign would be won. 

The distinct steps taken to seccre 
pure milk and save thousands t>f babies 
who die annually from diseased dairy 
products include: 

Introduction of an ordinance requir- 
ing milk to be delivered to the consum- 
er at a temperature of 60 degrees and 
providing that all except product from 
certified farms shall be pasteurized. 

Instance of "shut out" lists of 87 
milk producers department from sell- 
ing dirty milk in Chicago and warning 
against acceptance of such milk. 

Dissemination of health department 
bulletins to educate farmers and dairy 
owners in sanitation and cleanliness 
during handling of milk and cows. 

Health • Commissioner Yodng, in his 
twice a month bulletin, includes the 
names of 79 farmers and dairymen for- 
bidden to send milk to Chicago. Eight 
others are in the "shutout" class be- 
cause of their refusal to-permit health 
department inspectors to look over 
their dairies. 

"Every man on the shutout list will 
have to convince this department he 
has made improvements in handling 
milk, and that his product has become 
better, before he will be allowed to sell 
again to the Chicago markets," the 
commissioner said. 

The first group were blacklisted for 
failing to come up to standard and in- 
clude these Lake county farmers.

DEATH RESULTS INSTANTLY 



Was Commander of Highwood Knights 

Pythias and Was Returning from 

Meeting Monday Night 



NARROWLY ESCAPED 
SERIOUS ACCIDENT 

LAST SATURDAY 

What might have been a very serious 
accident was narrowly averted last Sat- 
urday afternoon and .five Chicago men 
have reason to thank their lucky stars 
that a cement abutment and an iron 
railing had power to stop their automo- 
bile which by reason of skidding had 
suddenly headed for Sequoit Creek. 

The owner and driver of the machine* 
(a Chicago) had been to the depot to 
meet the 8:13 train and having with 
him four others, started a race over 



Robert Collins, 26 years old, First 
Sergeant of Co. F stationed at Fort 
Sheridan, was' instantly killed at 10:45 
o'clock Monday night by a south bound 
Chicago and Northwestern train at 
Washington avenue in Highwood. His 
mangled body was carried nearly one 
hundred feet before it was dropped. 
The coroner's inquest was held at the 
fortTue day morning. 

Sergeant Collins with two companions 
had spent the evening at Highland Park 
and the tragedy occurred as they were 
returning to the fort. The three men, 
Collins in advance, started to run across 
the railroad tracks. 

Collins, appartently did not see the 
train, but his companions did and stop- 
ped short at the same time giving a 
warning cry for him to stop. The 
warning was a fatal one for Collins 
stopped immediately, directly in the 
path of the train. He started to turn 
arouned to see what his companions 
were shouting about and the next in- 
stant he was hurled into eternity. 

His companions and others who had 
witnessed the fatality hurried to the 
point where his crushed body lay in a 
crumple heap beside the tracks. 
Physicians from the fort were sum- 
moned, but it was found that he had 
died instantly, Collins had been station- 
ed at the fort for the last six years.

Caged ao Though Wild Beasts the 
Condemned Men Act tho Part 
When Sentences Ranging From 
Eight to Forty Years Are Read. 



Vltcrbo, Italy, July 10.— Charged 
with having murdered Gcnnaro Cuo- 
colo and hla wife in June, 190G, the 
Camorrlsto, who hnvo been on trial 
for nearly two years, were Monday 
adjudged guilty in varying degrees. 
Tho verdict declares Corrado Sor- 
tlno guilty of both murders; NIcolo 
Morra, Antonio C«rrnto and Mariano 
Do Gonnaro guilty of the murder of 
Cuocolo, and Giuseppe Salvi guilty of 
tho murder of Cuocolo's wife. Enrico 
Alfano, tho alleged loader of tho 
Camorrlsts; Giovanni Rapl, Dl Marinas 
and tho others aro convicted of be- 
ing instigators of tho crlmo and mem- 
bers of a criminal organization. 

Tho president of ttoo court imme- 
diately sentenced tho condemned men. 
Cortino, Mcrrato, Salvi, Morra, Dl Gen- 
naro, Alfano, Rapl and Dl Marinas 
wero sentenced to thirty years' Im- 
prisonment and to ten years' pollco 
surveillance each; Di Mattio to ten 
years and bIx months' imprisonment 
and ten years' surveillance; Ascrlt- 
tolre to ten years' imprisonment and 
threo years' surveillance; Vltozzl, tho 
priest, seven years' imprisonment and 
two years' surveillance; the others to 
Ave years' Imprisonment and three 
years' surveillance. 

When tho accused men were placed 
In the Iron cago to hear tho verdict, 
Dl Marinas suddenly drew forth a 
piece of glass and cut his throat. Ho 
fell to tho floor in a pool of blood 
and general pandemonium reigned. 
The other prisoners screamed like 
wild animals, shouting Invectives and 
imprecations. 

Rapl shouted: 

"This innocent blood is crying for 
revenge." 

Alfano raged and recalled his broth- 
er's death, who, ho cried, was a "vic- 
tim of Injustice and a man who had 
suffered the martyrdom of Innocence." 

Vltozzi knelt weeping and praying. 
All tho prisoners acted like maniacs, 
and the carabineers had difficulty In 
forcing their way into the cago to 
maintain order and carry out tho 
wounded Dl Marinas. 

Tho pronouncement of sentence was 
received with' uproarous protests from 
tho condemned men.

Washington, July 10. — Chairman 
Henry D. Clayton of tho committoe 
on judiciary of tho house of represen- 
tatives- presented to the house Monday 
13 articles of Impeachment against 
Judge Robert W. Archbald of tho Unit- 
ed States court of commerce. Mr. 
Clayton's report was unanimous from 
his committee. It constitutes the ninth 
Impeachment of a Judicial or civil of- 
ficial of the United States since the 
foundation of the government and Is 
the first since tho impeachment trial 
of Judge Charles Swayno of tho north- 
ern district of Florida, who was ac- 
quitted February 27, 1905. 

"Tho conduct of this Judge has 
been exceedingly reprehensible and in 
marked contrast to the high sense of 
Judicial ethics and probity that gen- 
eral!;- characterizes the federal Judi- 
ciary," tho committee said In sum- 
ming up Its findings of misbehavior in 
office against Judge Archbald. His 
business transactions while a Judge 
on tho bench were held to unfit him 
for further service, and a resolution 
was presented Impeaching him and 
fcJJlng him for trial before tho United 
States senate. 

"Your committco is of opinion that 
Judgo Archbald's senso of moral re- 
sponsibility has becomo deadened," 
said tho report. "Ho has prostituted 
his high office for personal profit. Ho 
has attempted by various transactions 
to commercialize his potentiality as 
judge. Ho has shown an overweening 
desire to make gainful bargains with 
parties having cases before him or 
.'likely to have cases beforo him. To 
accomplish this purpose lu> has not 
hesitated to use hla official power and 
Influence. He has degraded his high 
office and has destroyed the confi- 
dence of the public in his Judicial in- 
tegrity. Ho has forfeited the condi- 
tion upon which ho holds his commis- 
sion and should bo removed from of- 
fice by Impeachment."

"Who believe that the time has 
come for a national progressive move- 
ment — a nation-wide movement — on 
non-sectional lines, so that tho peoplo 
may be served in sincerity and truth 
by nn organization unfettered by ob- 
ligation to conflicting interests; 

"Who bellevo In the right and ca- 
pacity of the people to rule them- 
selves, and effectively to control all 
the agencies of their government, and 
who hold that only through social and 
Industrial Justice, thus secured, can 
honest property find permanent pro- 
tection; 

"Who believe that government by 
tho few tends to become, and- has In 
fact become, government by tho sor- 
did Influences that control tho few; 

"Who bellevo that only through the 
movement proposed can wo obtain In 
the nation and the several stateB the 
legislation demanded 'by the modern 
Industrial evolution; legislation which 
shall favor honest business and yet 
control the great agencies of modern 
business so as to Insure their being 
used In the Interest of the whole peo- 
ple; legislation which shall promote 
prosperity and at tho same time se- 
cure the better and more equitable 
diffusion of prosperity; legislation 
which shall promote the economic 
well being of the honest farmer, wago 
worker, professional man and busi- 
ness man alike, but which shall, at 
the same tlmo strike In 'efficient fash- 
Ion — and not merely pretend to strike 
— at the roots of privilege in the world 
of Industry no less than In the world 
of politics; 

"Who believe that only this type of 
wise industrial evolution will avert In- 
dustrial revolution; 

"Who believe that wholesome party 
government can come only If there Is 
wholesome party management In a 
spirit of service to tho whole country 
and who hold that tho commandment 
delivered at Sinai, 'Thou Shalt Not 
Steal' applies to politics as well as 
to business. 

"To nil In accord with these views 
a call Is hereby issued by the pro- 
visional committee under the resolu- 
tion of the mass meeting held in Chi- 
cago on Juno 22 last, to send from 
each state a number of delegates 
whoso votes In tho convention shall 
count for as many votes as the state 
shall have senators and representa- 
tives in congress to meet In conven- 
tion at Chicago on the 5th day of Au- 
gust, 1912, for tho purpose of nom- 
inating candidates to bo supported 
for the positions of president nnd 
vice-president of the United States." 

"You will see," said Senator Dixon, 
who promulgated the call, "that 40 of 
the 4S states aro represented In the 
call."

The passenger train, which runs 
from New York to Buffalo, had been 
standing on tho track for minutes 
when tho express train, which car- 
ried no passengers, struck It In the 
rear at full speed. Tho two day 
coaches attached to the rear of No. 9 
wero hurled down an embankment 
and the express plunged half way 
through the rear Pullman of the 
standing train beforo It camo .to a 
stop. 

Latrobe, Pa., July S.— Friday a 
heavy freight train crashed Into a 
passenger train comprising an engine 
and a coach one mile from Llgonler 
on tho Llgonler Valley railroad. Over 
twenty-two persons wero killed and 
more than thirty injured, several 
fatally. 

The trains came together on a sharp 
curve, tho freight, drawn by two loco- 
motives, completely demolishing the 
passenger engine and coach, and hurl- 
ing tho passengers In all directions. 
Mnny bodies wero found a hundred 
feet from tho track. Every person iu 
tho coach was either killed or in- 
jured.

They chugged 
directly In front of tho train and wero 
dashed to death beforo thoy hardly 
had tlmo to know what struck them.

As soon as possible tho engineer 
brought his train to a stop. The 
bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Anderson wero 
lying close together In the gutter. 60 
feet from tho crossing. Both had been 
beheaded, tho tops of their heads 
crushed off when caught under tho 
automobile. They had been dragged 
for many feet nnd their bodies rolled 
out into tho ditch. The body of 
Georgo Hanley was found at tho side 
of tho tracks about 25 feet from the 
crossing. Both legs and his head 
wero terribly mangled. When mem- 
bers of tho train crew found 
James Hanley ho was still alive, but 
succumbed a few hours later in tho 
Geneva hospital.

Sir Cosmo Dulf-Gordon and his wlfo, 
Lucille, a dressmaker, who paid tho 
mon in chargo of their llfoboat to get 
away from tho wreck as quickly as 
possible, aro not discussed In tho re- 
port. Lord Mersey believed It no 
part of his duty to pass on such Inci- 
dents. 

On tho qther hand, Symons, a sea- 
man who testified about Ignoring ap- 
peals for help from pnssongcrs strug- 
gling In the sea, Is censured for not 
returning from tho Carpathla to suc- 
cor those drowning. 

Lord Mersey's declaration regarding 
the chief causes of tho disaster Is that 
tho speed at which tho Titanic was 
going was principally responsible. As 
a corollary to this ho finds tho liner 
might have niado Its schedule at a 
rato of two knots nn hour less than It 
was making. Captain Smith Is de- 
clared to havo been following only the 
established practlco of navigators In 
maintaining tho speed ho did through 
tho Ice fields. 

There Is an expectation that excep- 
tions may bo taken to tho references 
to Ismay and Captain Smith by tho as- 
sessors.

Apparently tho turtles are not very 
plentiful, as I saw but two during, tho entire 

Arriving at tho shark-haunted spot, about a 
mllo from shore, wo stopped our motor boat 
and prepared to try conclusions with tho droad- 
ed monster of tho deep. Our bait-two fat- 
tencd, flayed snoop 
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They wasted little time fooling with tho bait 
and quickly raado off. So it seems not all 
sharks are aliko in disposition, or porhapB a 
difTerenco In the degreo of hunger or a half- 
satiBfled appotito explains tho contrast In con 
duct. Out of patience with tho clumsy hasti- 
ness of our fisherman, wo returned from our 
first trip empty-handed. 

On tho occasion of our second excursion wo 
started at 7 o'clock in tho mornlug and were 
accompanied by an experienced flshorman and 
an export harpoonist. Wo started under 
favorable auspices. The sailors on a largo ves- 
sel that had been riding at anchor sinco tho 
previous evening Informed us that four or five 
sharks had been seen hovering about tho ves- 
sel, on tho watch for prey. For bnlt on this 
occasion we used a large Joint of beef, instead 
of sheep. Wo stopped wear tho largo vessel 
and set our bait Tho sailors signaled to us 
that a shark was swimming about, now here,

Only four states, Mississippi, No- 
vada, Utah and Wyoming, havo no 
beds whatever in special hospitals or 
wards for consumptives. Eight years 
ago when the National Association for 
tho Study and Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis was organized thero wero 26 
states In which no hospital or sanlto- 
rlum provision for consumptlvcB exist- 
ed, and tho entire number of bed3 in 
tho United States was only 10,000. 

"Whllo thoso figures would indlcato 
a romarkablo growth in anti-tubercu- 
losis activity," says Dr. Livingston 
Farrand, executive socrotary of tho 
National association, in commenting 
on tho subject, there are still prac- 
tically ten indigent consumptives for 
every ono of tho 30,000 bods, including 
those for pay patients. In other words, 
wo have from 250,000 to 300,000 con- 
BumptivcB In this country too poor to 
provldo hospital caro for themselves. 
If tuberculosis is ever going to be- 
stamped out of tho United States, 
more hospital provision for these foci . 
of infection must bo provided."

We let tho creaturo 
swim about to his 
heart's content, nnd 
after rcconnoltering 
for a fow minutes ho 
took courago and bit 
a large chunk off tho 
.sheep, using such 
forco that part of 
Tils body actually 
roao above tho surface. Twlco, after short in- 
tervals, ho again attacked tho bait Mean- 
while, wo had been drawing tho bait ^nearer 
tho boat. By this time two other sharks had 
appeared, but ono of them seemed to havo had 
a taste of tho hook, for ho writhed as if in pain 
and then swam away. Our young boatman, 
who had had considerable experience in har- 
pooning Bharks, took up a position on tho 
-covered part of tho boat, harpoon in hand, 
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ready to thrust The shark again approached 
the boat and wo could see his every movement 
quite distinctly. Wo gradually drew tho bait 
almost up to tho boat and tho Infuriated mon- 
ster was now biting ravenously at the bait 
within easy reach of our craft. As he rose 
partially to tho surface our man drove tho 
harpoon into him. but not In a fatal spot, and 
as I thought, not with sufficient force. The 
harpoon merely grazed his side. Four times 



the boatman threw tho harpoon, each time 
missing, and finally the hungry creaturo gave 
up in disgust and relinquished all further at- 
tacks upon the bait 

That it was always the same monster mat 
made tho furious attacks on tho bait I was 
qulto convinced, for I could clearly see the 
marks of the harpoon on his body. The be- 
havior of the second shark, which only tasted 
the bait, and of tho third was quite different 



now there, and in less than half an hour one 
of the hooks had caught one of the monsters. 
For ton or twenty seconds tho victim tugged 
vigorously to free himself and then remained 
so still that we .thought It had escaped How- 
over with a view to examining tho ban. *€ 
began to pull In tho rope, and with it came i 
good-sized fish. To prevent a long etruggle -I 
nut a bullet Into Its side the moment It reached 
the surface of the water. All at once it 
sketched out and the harpoonist thrust hli 
Weapon Into its fiat forehead, about four to 
five inches from tho edge of the mouth 

Scarcely had we tied the prey to the side of 
the boat, when the men on the big steamer 
w™ to fire at tho sharks swimming .all 
a o B und us They did no damage to the sh ar k, 
and certainly did not improve our snort, fox 
nono^f the monsters appeared again for some 

U Tb mr fellow fisherman had important busi- 
ness to transact I took him ashore during the 
Forenoon, and returned to continue the sport 
About 4 o'clock in the afternoon a courageoui 
or very hungry shark attacked the bait fow 
Urnes. before ho met his doom. As an ex- 
£S I Bhot him in tho belly, and tho bullet 
Tad a much more decisive effect than in the 
case of the first fish. The length of the firs 
Sh was 0.5 feet, and that of tho second 7.8 
feet The former was yellowlsh-green in color 
and too latter was striped like a tiger. 

On this day the sharks took little notice of 
the largo bait floating on tho surface and wore 
evidently looking for prey deeper down. I can 
find no satisfactory explanation for this as the 
weather conditions were practically the same 
on both days. It is possible that the differ 
ence in bait was responsible, as the fat. flayed 
sheep used on tho first occasion wero white 
in color, whllo that employed on the second 
day was dark In color and devoid of fat The 
natives believe that tho sight of the shark is 
defective, and that that is tho reason tho mon- 
ater rarely attacks the brown-skinned natives. 
Perhaps they are right

Corea, A Land of Contrasts 
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Contrasts between the customs of Corea and 
•those of other countries are striking 'every- 
where. In othor lands when a man wants to 
reraovo a hog from one pasture to another ho 
drlveB it or tolls it with corn. Not so in Corea. 
Horo a stout laboring man catches a full. grown 
hog, ties Its feet together, puts it on a wood 
frame, made from the HmbB of trees and carrloa 
It to market The same wood frame la UBed 
by tho porter who carries your trunk from the 
station to tho hotel Instead of using a truck or 
wheolbarrow. «.. 

In othor countries tho tiger, .tho leopard and 
tho elephant Inhabit the tropics. In Corea* 
theBo animals flourish in a climate as severe 
.as that of Ontario. The fur of the Corean 
tiger is longer and glossier, than.; that of his 
•cousin in tho JungleB of tropical India, for tho 
flame reason that tho coat of a raccoon 1b finer 
in winter than in summer when it la not need- 
ed for warmth. ,-,-.; ^ * 

The Corean tiger Is a royal looking ' boast, - 
ceen frequently standing in a commanding 
position upon r a. snow-covered mountainside 
looking down disdainfully at/ a passing train 
and growling tho protesting native's answer to 
the shriek of the invading "mogul.'' 

Sporting Englishmen have a fow shooting 

•hoxos in Corea and like to hunt elephants 

•thero bocauflo tho climate Is. far more ogree- 

able to .them than that of Burma, Ceylon or 

Afrloa. where elephants are found. 

Fino bulls loaded with the branches ortreoe 
-used as firewood are a common sight In tho 



streets of Seoul. Ponies are ridden, but never 
used to draw vehicles as they are in other 
countries, and cattle are never killed for beef. 
Cows, which have been known In ^Corea for 
scores of centuries, are never milked, or wore 
not cntll a few years ago, and tho Coreana 
never know anything about dairy products. 

In most countries tho horse Ib considered a 
belter mount than the donkey. Not so in Corea. 
There tho meek and slow moving ass is re- 
garded aB the best riding animal. 

Street slgns.aro relied upon »» J^« clttej oi 
other countries, and nowhere are they moro 
used than in China, which "rmerly e xorcisod 
a shadowy suzerainty over Corea and was. her 
neighbor. But in Seoul they were no UBed at 
all before tho Japanese came. ^ ^Irnost all 
othor countries women are fond of going ahop- 
plng and morchanta atrive to please thera ; . . 

In Corea It is otherwo**. Tho women regard 
shopping as a necessary evil, and the ^mer- 
chants keep their goodB in c losets Instead ot 
on counters and sholveu and in Biases. 
The merchant does not hustle for trade or 
argue for a Bale. If tto customer asks for 
something else she- is likely to be shown what 
tho merchant has and told that ho has nothing 
like what she wants. 

The Corean' method of fingering the violin 
is exactly the roverso'to that ofsWCBtorn peo- 
ple. The Corean fingers the Instrument near 
the bridge with his right hand. With his loft 
he plucks the strings at the other end and ho 
uses no bow at all. 



a In most countriOB retailing liquors is not 
regarded as a suitable avenue of activity ror 
an aristocratic woman whose fortune has dwin- 
dled. In Corea a lady in distress may operate 
a saloon without fear of any social stigma rest- 
ing upon her. And a bar Ib tho only kind of 
ahop sho may keep with impunity. Her mam 
acts as barmaid, but tho saloon Ib given 
space in tho rosldenco without injuring the 
tone of tho (establishment. A woman of social 
distinction may mako shoes provided she 
makes such aB tho common people wear, to 
make shoes for- her own class would remove 
her from that class. 

A Corean lady In roiliiced circumstances may 
become a physician, iind to protect tho occupa- 
tion from overcrowding the law of Corea bo- 
fore the Japanese oc/upatlon. provided that no 
woman who waB notf an aristocrat might prac- 
tice medicine. Pofrdered tiger claws, bears 
gall and othor remidlea that do not appear In 
tho pharmacopoeia; are prescribed. But tno 
common custom Islto euro disease by xnaKIng a 
straw imago of the patient and emphasising 
the seat of the /affliction by making the af- 
flicted region or member abnormally largo. 
Tho manikin !b thrown out of doors, and it iij 
believed that any ono who picks it un will get 
tho disease. 

Bacteriologists agree that this is sometimes* 
the case, but they diaagroo with the Corean ♦ 
physicians as to the relief of the .patient ; by 
this means. The appearance of the manikins 
found In tho street or along tho roadside is 
often ludicrous. When all efforts to cast oft 
the devil fall tho patient is put out of doors 

and left to die. 

Even In the amusoments of children con- 
trasts with weatern customs are observable. 



Instead of making a "seasaw" Corean girls 
nnd boys lay a long board over a log or fence 
with ono end fastened down and jump up nd 
down omthe elevated end, tho impact of the 
weight tossing the other into the air. A long 
residence in Corea would be required to ascer- 
tain all of tho differences in custom marking 
the antipodal point of view. In most coun- 
tries tho octopus is a dreaded aea monster and 
a synonym for evil. Black is not worn for 
mourning In Corea. White Is prescribed by 
custom.

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Your Uncle Sam Has Books to Burn 



THAT you, Mr. Voter may get Just 
the government publications that 
aro of interest to you, and that you 
may bo spared tho oxpenso of printing 
costly books which Berve no further 
purpose than would a friendly postal 
card, congress Is strenuously attempt- 
ing to reform Itself with relation to the 
business of printing. To accomplish 
this congress has appointed a joint 
commission to Investigate its monster 
printing bills, and that commission has 
"reported that the wastes in this direc- 
tion amount to tens of millions, and 
that, desplto tho great expense, the 
end aimed. at Is not accomplished. 

Undo Sam has, tho commission 
states, a gang of laborers at work reg- 
ularly destroying books which It has 
cost him millions of dollars to print. 
Almost any day these workmen may 
be soen with axes chopping vigorously 
into great stacks of leather and cloth 
bound books such as would bo an or- 
nament to any library. 

Every "few years tho government 
finds Itself tho possessor of vast quan- 
tities of printed mnttcr stored in many 
basements as is grain in granaries. In 
tho vaults under tho capltol it is no 
uncommon matter to find a thousand 
tons of worthless public documents 
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which congress finds itself unablo to 
even give away. Yet these documents 
havo cost millions of dollars In tho 
printing, and these millions, accord- 
ing to congress itself, aro absolutely 
wasted. 

Every day through tho congressional 
season there is mailed from tho capltol 
and the house and senate ofllco build- 
ings an average of 20 tons of printed 
matter. Tho men who moll it confess 
that tho vaBt majority of It Is intonded 
to havo no more effect than would a 
postal card which reminds the con- 
stituent that he is remembered. The 
cost to tho postofllco department in 
sending this matter through tho mall 
amount to $3,200 a day. 

Every year the federal government 
sends out more than 500,000 expensive 
books to certain designated libraries 
In different parts of tho country. 
Very few of these libraries uso the 
books. 
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Plan to Stop Cats' Midnight Opera 




THE species of cat that takes delight 
In ensconcing itself upon the back 
fence at undeslrablo hours and sere- 
nading would-bo sleepers Is doomed. 
The hnbltuo of tho alloy has incurred 
the dlspleasuro of the commissioners, 
and as all other offenders who arouse 
tho Ire -of tho District officials, his 
punishment will bo swift and terrible, 
An edict Issued at tho District build- 
ing the other day provides that all 
stray cats hereafter found roaming at 
Jirgo will be' impounded and put to 
death. Tho unfortunate feline must in 
tho futuro bo confined to tho premises 
of Its owner, or, should Its mistress 
deem it necessary to take It for an 
airing, it must bo held In leash. Tho 



law for the Impounding of dogs pro- 
vides that tho animal may be recover- 
ed upon payment by tho owner of two 
dollars, but no suchlenlency 1b extend- 
ed to the cat. 

Nine cats have boon impounded 
since July 1 last year, the commission- 
ers say, and each of tho "pots" la ac- 
cused of being afflicted ■ with rabies. 
They also wcrb accused of biting 11 
p'ersons. It 1b to prevent a spread of 
tho dread disease, tho officials declare, 
that tho amendment to tho police reg- 
ulations is made. 

Tho term "running at large" Is held 
by tho authorities to have tho same 
meaning as In tho proclamation re- 
lating to tho muzzling of dogs. 

This la not tho first proposition to 
place a tax on cuts.

ORIGIN AND EXCELLENT QUALITIES OF 

THE POLAND CHINA BREED OF HOGS 




Three Poland China Hogo. 



By WILLIAM DIETRICH, 
Assistant Professor of Swino Hus- 
bandry, University of Illinois. 

The Poland China hog Is a good 
representative of. the American Ideal, 
viz., tho fat or lard type. Much of 
tho live stock in general and some of 
tho good broeds of swine were Import- 
ed to the United States from Great 
Britain, but tho Poland China Is a 
typical American representative of 
tho porclno family. It was devel- 
oped in nn Ideal manner undor condi- 
tions that woro conduclvo to tho pro- 
duction of a good typo of hog. The 
original home of tho Poland China was 
In southeastern Ohio. Tho climate In 
this locality, Is sufficiently mild so that 
hogs do not have to suffer tho handi- 
cap of a long, cold winter. Under 
such conditions, viz., where they have 
a rather mild, short winter, they are 
not confined to small houses and -pens 
for such a long period of tlmo, conse- 
quently havo exercise for a longer pe- 
riod during the year. This Is ono of 
tho most Important requirements of 
pigs, especially for breeding purposes 
nnd for maintaining tho usefulness of 
a breeding herd after It once has de- 
veloped. v 

Another important consideration In 
the development of the Poland China 
breed Is that it Is a composite of a 
largo number of so-called broeds or 
types of swino that either existed 
hero or wero imported Into tho Unit- 
ed States previous to that time. Or- 
iginally, of course, all the hogs that 
entered Into the makeup of tho Po- 
land China camo from some foreign 
countries, especially Great Britain. 
Many of these were developed as sub- 
breeds or types farther east In the 
United States at an earlier date and 
finally, as tho civilization of the coun< 
try moved westward and Bottled in 

WHEN AND HOW TO I 
SHEAR FARM FLOCKS 



By W. C. COFFEY. 
Assistant Professor of Sheep Hus- 
bandry, University of Illinois. 

To a limited extent, the condition 
of tho wool depends on the tlmo shear- 
ing Is done. The normal tlmo for 
shearing farm flocks is from tho mid- 
dle of April to tho middle of May, after 
the cold weather is 'over and there 
have been a number of days too warm 
for tho comfort of unshorn sheep. As 
a rule tho wool would bo in better 
condition If shearing were done early, 
say about March 1. This true par- 
ticularly of wool from bredlng ewes. 
Whero there are barns and equipment 
for keeping them comfortable, It per- 
haps pays better to shear them before 
they lamb. Often a feverish condition 
immediately after lambing causes 
them to slip their wool, with the re- 
sult that tho fleeco Is broken and the 
amount of wool secured Is less than 
If the shearing were done before lamb- 
ing. Then, too, tho growth of wool 
after lambing is Ukoly to bo weak, be- 
cause much of tho owo's energy Is ex- 
pended towards tho production of 
milk. Another argument for early 
shearing is that there aro likely to bo 
fewer dung tags. Whon sheep aro 
turned on the fresh young grass In 
the spring, tho dung becomes soft and 
inclined to stick to tho wool. 

A frequent objection to shearing 
early is that the weight of tho fleece 
la considerably lighter than it would 
bo lator on, because thero has not 
been enough warm weather to cause 
the yolk (composed of oil and perspir- 
ation) to rise in largo quantity. Tho 
foregoing statement la true, and since 
small lots of wool, such as are usually 
offered from farm flocks, aro not pur- 
chased on the scoured^ basis— 1. e., 




In the Fleece, j 

tho percentage of actual wool In the 
fleece shorn from the sheep — there Is 
legitimate, reason for not shearing un- 
til warm weather. Even if the* wools 
In question wero purchased on the 
scoured basis, another argument for 
late shearing would be consideration 
for^the. animal's health. This is an 
important matter in those sections 
where tho spring season often is ex- 
ceedingly variable and the shelter ic 



Ohio, which country produced condl- 
tlons favorable for hog production, the 
Poland China breed .was developed. 

A considerable number of farmer* 
wero engaged In tho process and at 
first produced a variety of strnlns all 
of which wero mlxturoB of earlier 
typos and other breeds. Tho whole 
was finally put together and doveloped 
Into a breed now called the Poland 
China. Theao different strains went 
by numerous names at an earlier date, 
but with the adoption of the name of 
Poland China the breedors all got to- 
gether and worked toward tho com- 
mon end, the development of nn Ideal 
corn belt hog. The result was that 
tho Poland China, after being first 
developed, was an excellent hog. It 
was large, growthy, thrifty nnd pro- 
lific. While It produced a considera- 
ble amount of fat meat In proportion 
to the lean meat, it was of fine qual- 
ity and good flavor. Furthermore, 
the fact that a hog produces fat meat 
Is no disadvantage. The fat meat up- 
on being used by the metabolism of 
tho animal body will produce 2.4 
times as much energy, or In other 
words, fat meat has 2.4 times as much 
fuel value as lean meat. 

After the period of development or 
rather during tho past few decades 
the Poland China breed has diverged 
into two somewhat distinct types 
which are now called tho medium typo 
and tho largo type. There Is, how- 
ever, not a great distinction between 
these; tho medium type possibly pos- 
sesses a little more quality, smooth- 
ness, general symmetry and fancy 
points, while the largo type possesses 
a littlo more size, vigor and vitality. 
Taking the Poland Cfflna breed as a 
whole, a breeder can find by proper 
selection all tho characteristics that 
may bo especially desired In tho fat 
or lard typo of swine. 



not adequate for comfortably housing 
the flock. 

The first requisite In careful shear- 
ing Is to provide a clean place to do 
tho work. A platform made of sur- 
faced lumber Is best, and it should be 
of sufficient size to Insure that none 
of the wool will be crowded off by 
nervous, unruly sheep. For the ama- 
teur this platform will ho none too 
largo If ton feet square. 

The second requisite Is to cut the 
wool off smoothly close to the body. 







A Good Job of Shearing. 

Tho power machine will cut closer 
than the hand sheers, but satisfactory 
work may be done with tho latter If 
the operator is careful and possesses 
somo skill. It Is the tendency of tho 
unskilled shearer, whether using the 
machine or hand shears, to fall to cut 
close to the sheep's body. For exam- 
ple, tho shearer may start to cut close 
to tho body, but In advancing the 
shears ho cannot follow tho Bhapo of 
the animal, and hence somo of tho 
wool is cut from a half to an Inch 
away from the skin. He can, and 
usually docs, back up and cut close 
whore ho failed in his first attempt. 
Thla makes what Is known as second 
cuts. Because they are so short they 
aro of low value for* manufacturing 
purposes. It is also oqvlouB that the 
ovll of making second cuts makes the 
fibers In tho main body of tho fleece 
shooter and unoveu lnj length. 

Tho third requisite Is/to cut tho wool 
off tho sheep without getting the 
fleece torn apart. There is a knack 
In holding a sheep so it will not kick 
and struggle violently: if the shearer 
is fortunate enough to possess this 
knack, he Is in fair way to have the 
fleeco intact 'when tho operation of 
shearing Is finished. It Is not our pur- 
pose here to describe shearing in de- 
tail, but perhapB it should be said that 
our most skillful shearers set tho 
sheep on its rump while shearing It. 
Its body is tilted back towards the 
knees of tho operator so that lta hind 
legsSiannot got sufficient contact with 
the floor to make effective resistance. 
It 1b the adjustment of this proposition 
that amounts to tho knack In holding. 
, Sheep should not be shorn when tho 
wool is damp or wet, for when packed 
in this condition it will mold and de- 
teriorate to such an extent that the 
dbers are weakened.
